State Pays the Bill.

The State nuiboritivs having been in-
forined that an epidemic of rables had
broken out among some eittle in Craw.
ford county, Dr. George B, Johnson, of
Franklin, was sentout on a tour of in-
vesligation by Leonard Pearson, State
Veterinary, lust week :

Pr. Jobson went to Titusville on Mon-
day and found the trouble had been
caused by a dog; be began to follow the
clueand finally got to Eldred Centre,
Hero ba ffound that a stray mad dog had
app:ared on May 2 and bt a cow belong-
Ing to D. D. Delunds, Following the
olue he next lound the dog had got to
East Titusville, where he bit seven cows
Lelonging to Mrs. Abigail Duncan, and
on the same day the dog was at Enter-
prise, whore he bit a cow, a call and a
dog. In the anerncon the dog struck out
for Pleasantville, Here he was overtak-
an by two men who earried guns and fol-
lowed Lthe canine's trail from Eoterprise
to Pleasantville, whero they encountersd
him and be was shot, He bit two cows
fora Mr, Paiker, ut ’leasantville, before
the men reached there. ‘There was the
grenlest excitement all along the route
that the dog took, Parkor at once shot
Lis cows, not knowing what the rasull
might big if he did not dispose of them,
Dr. Jubson visited ali the places on the
trail of the dog snd guarantined all the
catile. The dog that was bitten was
killed, The piscing of the cattle in quar.
anfine prevents any disposition of them
by any other person than Dr, Jobson, as
be will wateh the results. It may not be
genorally known, but according to a sup-
plemental act of assembly, owners of
catlle can 1ecover the same as they 2an for
sheep killed by dogs. Toe act reads:

YA supplement to an act for taxation of
dogs and protection of sheep. In addi-
tion to the application thereof lor pay-
went of losses sustained by destruction
and damage of sheep be applied for pay-
meont of horses, mules, cattle and swine
bitten by & mad dog or mad dogs, and
destroyed or necessary to be destroyed by
reason thereof, said damages shall be as-
certained and reeovered in the same man-
ner as provided o sections 3, 4 and 5 of
said aot, Passed April 11, 190L,"

The RErusLIcAaN had a pleasant call
Inst Saturday from Mi, John Siggins, of
Tidioute, who was attending to some
business here and incidentally looking
up & little of the history or one of his
ancestral relations, Lieut, John Rauge,
whose remains lie buried in Riverside
cennetery, this place. He had w«ith bim
nnetal marker of neat design, which the
D. A. R. soclety bas adopted, and which
he placed at the head of the Revolution-
ary veteran's grave. Mr. Siggins left
with us the following anthentic history of
Lieut, Range which he bas been able to
gather up alter much labor and research:

Jobn Haoge, n lieutenant in the Revo-
lutionury War, and who served through
the great siruggie for judependence, was
commissioned First Lientenant of 6th
company of 4th battallion, York county,
Pa. malitia, April 5th, 1778, Ha s justly
to be c¢alled the first white setler east of
the Allegheny in the present bounds of
Forest county, Ps. He first cama pros-
pecting to view the land and then settled,
establishing & farm at what is now Tio-
nests. This was in the year 1517. He
wns sjnative of Pepusylvania, emigrating
from Adams county, A lter the war was
uver he seltled in Adams county where,
being successful in business, he nequired
considerable progerty, For his services
in the Revolution he secured a lamd war-
rant taken out in the name of Shollas
Raoge, his eldest son, The lottery war-
rant for the land was number 511, dated
May 16th, 1785, including 252 acres. In
1508 he examioed the land with other sol-
diers, and in 1516 located with bis family
at Tluuu;nl.n, Pa.

Died at Kane Hospital,

Mrs. Vietor Wingard, of Kingsley
twp., Forest county, died at the Kane
hoapital Thursday evening, May 10, 1004,
about 6 o'cleck, trom heart failure. She
hnd been alling for some months, and
about a week ago was taken by Dr. Detar
and her husband to the Kane bhospital
where she was operated upon lest Mon-
day. 'The operation appuared successful,
but Thursdsy she was taken with violent
vomiting which undid the work of the
oberators, making it necessary for her 1o
go shrough the ordeal again which proved
too mueh for her already weak heart,

Mrs. Wingard sought the Lord in the
revival services beld in the Buck Mills
school houss by Rey. and Mrs. Zahniser
Inst winter, soon alter she was taken
sick. Duriog her sickness she was bap-
tized by the pastor and received a clear
conversion,

the bhome of Mrs, Carbaugh, of Buck
Mills, & aister of the deceased, Friday
evening, and the remains were laken to
Fisher, Pa., for interment,

Mrs, Wingard was aged 37 years, 10
months and 0 days, and leaves a husband
and three small children, one brother
and two sisers to mourn her loss, besides
numerous friends in  the community
who will miss hor.
